It is 40 feet higher than 
the Pawtucket dam and

board of health allows it would be an 
almost ideal location for a contagious 
disease hospital. There are immense 
boulders on the land in question and 
stone enough, it is ClaimedT to butte* 
a foundation for a very large building 
It also comprises a plne_ grove and un- 
less, tho opposition is too great it is 
believed that the -municipal counci" 
will vote to acquire the land.

pier head by a customs guard, who 
isked her where she u'as going. She 
fihowcd a tiny piece of soiled paper 


Ith a name and a Boston address on 
t. As she was unable lo speak Eng- 
Ish. the guard detained her until CoL 
jco. B. Billings, the commissioner of 
immigration, could bu notified.

Every mar- 
ried woman in the Turkish 
empire 


can buy and sell what she pleases 


Every Turkish woman has a perfect 


right to draw her own checks 
That 


Is not true in all of our states. 


A Turkish woman can sue in any 


court, In her own name. She can bring 
suit even against her own husband. 


A husband is bound to support his 


wife In the rank she has known 
Hence the husband has to think twica 
before he marries; and certainly he 
has to think twice before he marries a 
second time. 
That is very different 
from Salt Lake City. 


In the Turkish empire the daughter 


inherits equally with the son. 


A woman inherits property without 


the Intervention of trustees. 


A woman can go into the courts 


and plead her own case, If she wishes, 
without the intervention of a lawyer. 
Consequently, the women of the upper 
and middle classes are well versed In 
the law. 


A woman after she Is married can 


continue to be a teacher, and a fair 
number of married women are now 
teachlug in what mignt te called the 
public schools of the empire. 


The Turkish women are sympathetic 


with the movement of the younger 
men and they are also beginning to 
enjoy greater social freedom. 


Of the women of Bulgaria, Mr. Van 


Ness said, they have a sort of stolid 
goodness. 
They stand tremendously 


high on the moral side. They are wo- 
men of endurance and integrity, and

failed to earn enough to pay Its ob- 
ligations. 
So the situation, you =ee, 
Is very serious. 


Chairman Elliott said 
the 
remedy- 


was to be found in an increase in 
rates. 


Referring to the government's de- 


mand for a reorganization of the New 
Haven system, to conform to the re- 
q.uirements of the Sherman anti-trust 
law, he said: 
"The government, eith- 


er rightly or wrongly, 
thinks 
that 


some of the acts by the officials of 
the road in the past were not accord- 
ing to law. 
Tho attorney general feels 


that some of the. road's relations are 
unlawful and may move to bring about 
dissolution of the property. 
I don't 


think we ought to ba brought into 
litigation at this time.
